in Long Beach, California, from December, 1967, to February, 1968. 

Mr. Hoover said that a summary of the FBI’s investi¬ 
gation in this case, together with the findings of the FBI Laboratory 
and tho results of fingerprint 'examinations by the Identification Division, 
will be made available to'Tennessee authorities. 
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
